Selectmen’s Report 


To the Taxpayers and Citizens of Bethlehem: 


In presenting the annual report of the affairs of the town, 
it seems eminently proper that first mention should be 
made of the debt of obligation due by the town to Mr. J. J. 
Glessner, so long an esteemed summer resident of Beth- 
lehem. In previous years, at his own expense, he built and 
repaired long pieces of the town’ highways in his more im- 
mediate home section, making models of superior road 
building. During the past year, requesting the opportunity 
of the selectmen, he has rebuilt, entirely at his own expense, 
and without doubt, exceeding $10,000.00, a long section of 
highway between Bethlehem and Littleton, under the ex- 
cellent supervision of M. J. Sullivan, an experienced road 
builder; the road, with stone foundation, ample ditches, 
smooth surface, much widened, and with artistic and eff- 
cient stone walls on both sides of a large portion of the 
distance, with grading that reduces the hills to a minimum, 
making a road in which all may well take pride. Fortunate 
indeed is a town with such a friend as John J. Glessner. 
We know we voice the feeling of appreciation, gratitude 
and obligation universally expressed by the people for this 
generous benefaction from Mr. Glessner, and enduring 
memorial of his enterprise, public spirit and generosity to 
the town of Bethlehem. 

The affairs of the town have been fairly prosperous for 
the year, although extra expenses will creep in. A big 
washout at Gale river necessitated building a new highway 
for a long distance, and we let the contract, after receiving 
bids, to L. F. Ash for $500.00; it was so late in the season 
the ground froze up before the road was entirely completed, 
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but the contract calls for its completion early in the spring. 
Other washouts near Gale river have been repaired at con- 
siderable expense, a report of which is included in Mr. 
Atto’s account. 

The lawsuit brought by A. J. F. Buxbaum of New York 
against the town, for damages received, has not yet been 
brought to court, but is still pending. 

The sum of two hundred dollars was left in trust to the 
town by Mrs. Martha Jessamin, the interest of which to be 
used in keeping her grave and lot in repair at the Beth- 
lehem Cemetery ; the amount was deposited in the Littleton 
Savings Bank.. : 

The town clerk, Mr. F. C. Abbe, being about to leave 
town, tendered his resignation, which was accepted, and 
William T. Bartley was appointed in his place. Dr. H. S. 
Pratt, a member of the Board of Health, has also left town. 
but no one has yet. been appointed to fill his place, there 
being two members left and very little to do at this season 
of the year. . 

A special town meeting was held June 15, 1907, to see if 
the town would lay out a road from near Fred Badger’s to 
the State road, and discontinue the present road—voted to 
pass over the article and adjourn to July 6th, 1907, and a 
committee was appointed to report. Committee reported 
new route inexpedtent, and the matter was indefinitely 
postponed. 

The town has paid two $1,000.00 notes due Littleton 
Bank, thus materially reducing the town debt and yearly 
interest.
